1. EORALL: 

A. DROUGHT DISASTER SITUATION CRITICAL ABOVE 14 DEGREE 
LATITUDE IN THE NW, N, AND NE PORTION OF MALL C-130 AIRCRAFT 
CAPABLE AIREIELDS EXIST IN AFFECTED AREA FOR AIRLAND OPERATIONS. 
BAGGED GRAIN/ CEREAL TO SUPPORT RELIEF OPERATION IS ON HAND IN 
BAMAKO. AMERICAN AMBASSADOR TO MALI AND MALI MINISTER OF 
DEFENSE DESIRE C-130 AIRLIFT RELIEF OPERATIONS BEGIN ASAP. 

STAGING BASE IS BAMAKO FOR ALL RELIEF OPERATIONS IN MALL C-130 
CAPABLE AIRFIELDS FOR DELIVERY OF GRAIN/ CEREALS ARE AS

THE ONE C-I30 WHICH TRANSPORTED SURVEY TEAM TO MALI. 

C. SUPPORT PLAN IS AS EOLLOWS: 

(1) 16 MAY 73 WILL BE A STAND- DOWN DAY DUE TO HOLIDAY IN MALI. 

(2) ONE RELIEF SORTIE AND TWO AIRFIELD SURVEY SORTIES WILL BE 
ELOWN ON 17 MAY 73 

(3) TWO RELIEF SORTIES WILL BE ELOWN EACH DAY ON 18 AND 29 
MAY 73. 

(4) SURVEY TEAM WILL VISIT CHAD ON 20 AND 21 MAY 73. 

(5) BEGINNING 22 MAY 73, TWO SORTIES ARE PLANNED EOR EACH 
SUCCEEDING DAY EXCEPT SUNDAYS. SIX DAY WORK WEEK DESIRED 
BY GOM. 

(6) AN AVERAGE OF FOUR FLYING HOURS ARE PROGRAMMED PER SORTIE. 
ACTUAL FLYING HOURS WILL BE REPORTED IN DAILY SITREP. 

D. AMERICAN AMBASSADOR TO MALI DESIRES AIRLIFT RELIEF OPERATIONS 
EXTEND THROUGH 31 JULY 73. SINCE NEEDS IN DISASTER AREA 
GREATLY EXCEED THE AIRLIFT CAPABILITIES OE PLANNED AIRLIFT 
RESOURCES, AND REQUIREMENTS IN CHAD ARE YET TO BE DETERMINED, 
RECOMMEND EOLLOW- ON C- 130 SUPPORT BE HELD, AT THIS TIME, TO 
ONE ADDITIONAL C-130 AIRCRAET TO ARRIVE BAMAKO ON 22 MAY 73. 

IN ADDITION 

TO THE COMPLETE C-130 CREW, NEED AN EXTRA NAVIGATOR 

AND FLIGHT ENGINEER TO ACCOMPANY THE AIRCRAET. A THIRD 

C-130 WILL BE RUEQUESTED AETER CHAD REQUIREMENTS ARE DETERMINED. 

ENROUTE STOP AT LAS PALMAS, CANARY ISLANDS APPEAR UNNECESSARY 

EOR MALI FLIGHT. IF STOP IS REQUIRED BRING JEPPESEN APPROACH 

PLATES.
